December 15. Report and order will permit unlimited crossband operation of 
~“repeaters in the authorized repeater subbands, covers several related topics. 


Definition of "Automatic Retransmission" has been added to the rules, char- 
acterizes an "automatic retransmission" as one initiated by a received signal. 
This removes previous confusion over "manual" vs "automatic" retransmission, 
Specifically permits the Operator of a 2 meter station, for example, to re- 
transmit something he's hearing on 20 meters to a listening buddy on 2 meters 


by holding his mike in front of the 20 meter receiver and pressing the mike 
button. 


One prohibition still must be observed, however. Existing rules prohibit re- 
transmission of an Amateur Signal on a frequency the station being retrans- 

mitted is not licensed to use. Thus, the retransmission of a 40 meter Novice 
Signal on 2 meters or of a Technician on 20 meters is still against the rules. 


“Automatic Retransmission" is restricted to repeaters, auxiliary links or 
remotely controlled stations such as a remote base which has an auxiliary link 
station as a part of its system. In the latter case, the remote base is lim- 
ited to retransmitting the signals of its auxiliary link station only. Cross 
banding OK is a long-awaited and welcome action, and many repeater groups just 
getting started on 220 or 6 meters will probably use it to exercise their new 
machines and stir up more interest in those underutilized bands.

HR REPORT 
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MEXICAN ‘BUSINESSMEN USING 6 METERS-for their "business band" were nailed re- 
cently in a cooperative effort by American and Mexican Amateurs, the FCC and 
Mexican Office of Telecommunications, The illegal Tijuana-based Mexican stat- 
ions, using 52.525 for an interplant communications frequency, were shut down 
and their equipment impounded after an investigation instigated by 6-meter 
buffs from San Diego assisted by XE2CCH and XE210. This kind of activity is 
reported spreading, with many 2-meter FM rigs ending up in unlicensed commer- 
cial service in both Mexico and some areas of the U.S. Equipment is readily 
available to anyone willing to pay the price, and with no requirement that a 
purchaser of two-way equipment show a license for the kind of radio he's buy- 
ing, it's inevitable that abuses of this kind will continuée Thanks to WA6LBV 
for the story.
